And where belief exists, 
evidence will accumulate. 


»- Now It can be told. The Central 
Intelligence Agency, like every- 
'body e has been scanning the 
ikies for unidentified flying ob¬ 
jects since 1349. That fact emerges 
from documents obtained under a 
freedom of information suit by 
Ground Saucer Watch, an Arizona- 
■ based organization of scientists / 
, 3 rd engineers seeking to “prove or 
disprove” the existence of UFOs. 
•^The CIA has said often that it 
closed its bocks on UFOs during 
1352. The documents clearly 
demonstrate otherwise. 

• The 1,000-page batch of papers 
implies that the CIA accepts the 
.real existence of UFOs. A 1952 
document says the sightinp could 
mask Russien air attacks or 
psychological warfare, and recom- * 
mends a public information policy 
“that will minimize concern and 
possible panic.” A 1975 document 
warns against acknowledging any 
pattern or link in the sightings. 
“Response should fea direct, forth¬ 
right end emphasise that the ac¬ 
tion taken was in response to an 
isolated or specific incident.” 

In his classic trtudy in the raid* 

1350s of “flying saucers,” the 
Swiss psychologist Carl Gustav 
Jung made the point that whether 
or not UFOs exist, the feet that 
large numbers of people think they 
see thorn says much about the my- 
thologiiing tendency of modern 
man. The old myths fade and are i 
forgotten, Jung says, but man 


We arc pleased that the CIA has 
its eyes paaled, displeased that it 
has assumed, ir. typical CIA fash-.

public consumption. The CIA has- 
no call to be supercilious about 
such evidence as it collects. 

On the basis of the documents It 
has obtained, Ground Saucerf 
Watch is now convinced that UFOs; 
are real. We reserve judgment, but 
we urge the CIA to be less spooky 
on the subject in the future. .

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UFO landings reported 
in central Philippines 

MANILA, Philippines (UPI) — Military 
authorities were investigating a reported 
landing of multi-colored unidentified 
flying objects in a central Philippine vil¬ 
lage, the official Philippine News Agency 
said. 

The agency said Col. Patemo Lomongoi 
constabulary provincial commander, was 
told by local police that on April 19 they 
saw a “ mother ship which later spewed 
out smal ler CF Os 7 * over the town of Talk 
say in Negros Occidental province nearly 
300 miles sou:h of Manila. 

The “mother ship” reportedly led the 
smaller UFOs into a “V” formation, 
flying toward a mountain and eventually 
landing in a valley. * ‘ 

The objects were also seen by motorists 
and residents of the provinicai capital of 
Bacolod and nearby towns, PNA satd. 

It was the first reported landing of 
UFOs in the Philippines, although many 
have been reported flying in the past few 
weeks over scattered towns in the central 
Philippines. 
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
